The Soviet-Nazi pact has helped 
nrotect constitutional democracy 
by “making more clear the real 
nature of all dictatorships” and 
by revealing the similarity 
be- 
tween Hitler s Naziism and Stalin's 
communism. 
Both 
the 
German - American 
Bund and the communist party In 
the United States are agents of 
foreign power and should he con­ 
trolled. 
The 
communist 
advocacy 
of 
changing the United States gov­ 
ernment violates the 1933 treaty 
by which the United States recog­ 
nized Russia. 
There is a ' remote possibility” 
that Communists. Nazis or F as­ 
cists might overthrow the nation's 
constitutional government, but a 
"greater chance” exists that op­ 
ponents of one form of violence 
may accept another type they find 
less objectionable. 
Elimination of subversive activi­ 
ties depends on earnest efforts of 
all groups and on strict law en­ 
forcement. 
The committee, which expires 
tonight, should be continued to 
make certain that the “confusion” 
among subversive organizations "is 
turned into complete rout.” 
Two principal disputes arose in 
the committee yesterday when it 
was studying the final

SWITZERLAND —This 
may be a "machine w ar," but not 
in the espionage department. 
To the contrary, there is growing 
evidence the quick-witted and glam­ 
orous women, working under the 
elaborate spying departments of the 
opposing powers, will send even 
more soldiers to their doom in this 
conflict than the last. 
Already two men have faced a 
French firing squad because of 1939- 
model Mata Haris, while eight oth­ 
ers have been placed behind bars 
for long terms. 
It is learned that intelligence ex­ 
perts of the warring powers are con* 
gradating themselves on the un­ 
precedented 
supply of charming 
young patriots who arc willing to I 
take any risk for their respective i 
countries. 
Nor has it been found necessary, j 
as in the World war, to recruit worn- , 
en spies from the ranks of the 
dcmi-mondainc. 
"The sophisticated young woman 
of today makes a perfect spy,” a 
veteran World war intelligence of­ 
ficer stated during the recent trial 
of Switzerland's first rerious espio­ 
nage esse. 
Girl Gets Five Years. 
Typical of the part being played 
by the new type "glamour-spy” was 
the case of Virginia ("Nina” ) Capt. 
Rota, just sentenced to five years 
in prison for espionage activities in 
this country. 
Then there was the recent firing- 
squad execution of Dr. Carl Roos, 
60-year-old leader of the so-called 
autonomist movement in Alsace- 
Lorraine. 
While nothing was said 
about it at the time, tins veteran 
German espionage agent also was 
the victim of a wWian—a French­ 
woman w’ho did not live to sec the 
result of her venture into the deadly 
game of spying. 
The new type woman spy comes 
to 
the 
game, 
in 
many 
cases, 
equipped with experience gained on 
the 
various 
"undeclared 
war” 
fronts, such as Spain, China and 
Poland. 
To the latter group belonged Nina 
Rota, who though Italian born, had 
married a Swiss citizen, thus gain­ 
ing greater freedom for her espio­ 
nage activities. 
The marriage did not last long. 
Nim , talented as well as beautiful, 
became a dancer in a Geneva night 
club. 
There, she charmed Roger Joel, 
draftsman in a Swiss armament fac­ 
tory which was concentrating on a 
greatly improved anti-aircraft gun. 
Easy Victim. 
The young draftsman proved an 
easy victim. 
Nina obtained, not 
only the blueprints for the secret 
weapon, but a complete model. 
Only accident prevented her from 
delivering the plans to her superiors. 
It happened the French Surete had 
been trailing Paul Rochat, a private 
detective whom they suspected of 
espionage in French Tunisia. 
Ro­ 
chat came to Switzerland. The Su­ 
rete asked the Swiss authorities to 
watch him. 
They did—and soon 
found he was in frequent communi­ 
cation with Nina. 
The result was that when Nina, 
carrying the blueprints and gun 
model, tried to cross into France, 
she was arrested. 
A Swiss court sentenced her to 
five years in prison. The suscepti­ 
ble draftsman was sentenced to 
three years. Rochat, who supplied 
helpful information, was sentenced 
to 15 months, and his wife, Dolly, 
to Rut months. 
Had Switzerland 
been at war, of course, all would 
have faced a firing squad.

The Finlanders, now holding tho EurG{x*an 
front for democracy, are still cluing wonder­ 
fully and in command of the situation, hut 
have probably reached the top of their 
strength. All their effective men are mo- 
bilized. Soon a decline in military effective­ 
ness may lx'gin. They themselves recognize 
this fact. They e.\|>cct to hold the enemy 
during the winter, but give no assurance 
beyond that. 
Meanwhile the Russians, although low in 
spirit and lighting flower compared with the 
Finns, and somewhat demoralized by defeat, 
are expected to strengthen. Better troops, 
and more of them, are lieing rushed lip and 
banked against the Finnish front. 
In the 
spring there may lie a great push by the 
Reds, with possibly two millions or more, to 
wipe out the Russian humiliation. 
The f inns must have recruits and sup­ 
plies. They are beginning to get them now. 
And the first substantial help comes natu­ 
rally from Scandinavia. The .Swedes, their 
natural allies, now officially neutral, slip in­ 
creasingly across the liorder. 
Some Nor­ 
wegians, too, and others from farther off. 
The neighboring democracies still preserve 
their technical neutrality, but they recognize 
the true situation and know what has to be 
done. It seems only a question of time, and 
perhaps a short time, when Scandinavia will 
be frankly fighting along with Finland, with 
su p p lie s jouring in from the big democratic 
allies.

The fact that infants sleep nearly 
all the time is N ature's method of preserving the 
energy for growth and development. 
The kicking 
and squirming of infants for the short time they are 
awake seems to give them all the ’exercise' they 
need. 
Just how long should children sleep? The On­ 
tario bepart men t o^ Health in one of their series 
for mental health clinics give these figures: 
Birth to 6 m o n th s-- 18 to 20 hours. 
0 months to 2 years -

Regarding the first two years of life, the most 
im portant rule in developing healthy sleeping habits 
is to leave the child alone. Make sure the bab> s 
needs in regard to nourishment, waste from bowels 
and bladder, and clothing are looked after at regu­ 
lar hours. Then. if the baby cries. Ive saJi-shed that 
he is comfortable and do not interfere. A definite 
routine for sleeping, waking, food and toilet should 
lie established from the beginning.

where the issue relates to the na-, 
ture of the bargaining unit or the 
conduct of elections to choose a 
bargaining agent. 
W here the labor board excluded 1 
from the ballot a union that had 
come out secord in an election in 
which there were three names on I 
the ballot—A. F. of L., C. I. O. 
and 
"no 
union’—the 
supremo 
court now says Congress gave the 
board the right to do so. 
In the 
political world, 
when there is a 
run-off 
election, 
the two candi­ 
dates 
who 
receive 
the highest 
number of votes are put on the 
ballot and the third, or lowest, is 
excluded. 
The board can exclude 
whichever name it wishes, it now 
appears, and 
the 
supreme court 
says there is no right of review or 
appeal belonging to any union or 
employe. 
"It seems to be thought," said 
the supreme court in a unanimous 
opinion, "that this failure to pro­ 
vide for a court review is produc­ 
tive of peculiar hardships which 
were perhaps not foreseen in cases 
where the interests of rival unions 
are 
affected. 
But 
these argu­ 
ments are to be addressed to Con­ 
gress and not the courts.” 
What 
the supreme court has said, in ef­ 
fect. is that, if the labor unions do 
not like the rigidity of the present 
statute, they can ask Congress to 
amend it. 
As a m atter of fact, this corrob­ 
oration of the labor board’s power 
over so-caHed representation cases 
means that, if the board wants to 
grant bargaining rights to a craft 
or 
industrial 
union, its own de- 
cision as to the existence of a ma­ 
jority is final unless there Is an 
election held, in which case the 
board can say what names shall 
go on or be excluded from the bal­ 
lot. 
If the employer accepts the out­ 
come of the election, the aggrieved 
union cannot under the Wagner 
Labor Relations 
Law obtain a 
court review. It has been suggest­ 
ed that redress might be obtained 
by filing an equity proceeding in 
a district court, but this method 
is a dubious one and has not been 
tried out as yet. 
Did Congress intend to make 
the labor hoard the final judge of 
what is the appropriate unit and 
who shall be recognized as a ma­ 
jority when the dispute is between 
two rival unions? An employer, of 
course, can refuse to recognize 


the board s decision and thus force 
a court review of the whole mat- 
ter of elections and the facts re­ 
lating to the selection of a bar­ 
gaining agent, but a labor union 
has no such privilege. 
The argum ent in favor of let­ 
ting the labor board be the final 
judge of w hat constitutes an ap­ 
propriate unit is that this is the 
only way to expedite the bar­ 
gaining process, sine 
otherwise, 
court action would tie up and de­ 
lay the whole thing. If. however, 
an adm inistrative body is to have 
discretionary powers and there is 
to be no court review the tenden­ 
cy of Congress in the past has 
been to specify legislative stand­ 
ards so as to minimise the oppor­ 
tunities for unfairness or unjust 
decisions. 
Thus, Congress could amend thn 
existing provisions of the Waspier 
law relating to appropriate unit or 
to the conduct of elections by 
specifying 
what shall 
be done 
when no union or group gets a 
m ajority and when a run-off elec­ 
tion shall be given. Likewise. Con­ 
gress could specify th at any or­ 
ganization could be put on the 
ballot when, by signatures to a 
petition, it was revealed th at at 
least 20 per cent of the employes 
wished to have their union or the 
no-union alternative placed on the 
ballot. To write these m atters In­ 
to the law itself is to remove a 
great area of controversy. 
The objection to following such 
a course might be that company- 
dominated unions would be given 
a place on the ballot, whereas tnt 
board feels they should be elim­ 
inated altogether. At present, the 
question or whether a union Is 
company-dominated usually arises 
when the employer, in order to 
get a court review, declines to rec­ 
ognize the results of an election or 
of a claimed representation. 
The 
labor board s view as to whether 
a 
union 
is 
company-dominated 
then comes up for court review, 
and occasionally the board has 
lieen reversed In its judgm ent as 
to w hat is a company-dominated 
or truly independent union. 
If 
a 
company-union 
won an 
election, the 
board 
could 
still 
order it 
disestablished 
and 
the 
case would come up for 
review, 
because the company would 
it»- 
sist th a t it was not guilty of an 
unfair labor 
practice—an 
issue 
which can 
be appealed 
to the 
higher courts. 
The Supreme Court’s rulings are 
timely because Congress will soon 
have before It the whole subject 
of 
strengthening 
the 
collective 
bargaining process 
through 
re­ 
moval of opportunities 
for 
ex­ 
ploitation 
by 
employer 
or 
by 
agents of an alleged m ajority of 
workers.

Example: Joe Black who received wages of SYO 
or more in covered employment for each of six 
calendar quarters in 1939, 1940 and 1941, tiles in 
January, 1932. 
He is currently insured, because lie 
worked six of tho last 12 quarters immediately 
preceding his death. He is not fully insured because , 
he did not work in covered employment for half the position with the Walden Citizen 
number of quarters between 1936 and the time he 
died. The only survivors who can receive monthly 
benefits following the death of a currently insured 
worker are his widow, if she has dependent chil­ 
dren in her care. and the dependent children them­ 
selves. These benefits are payable until the children 
reach 16. or IS if still in school.

ters. Messages from the air to the 
ground also have been transm itted 
by an amplifier which makes the 
human voice audible for an average 
distance of one and a half miles. 
The amplifier docs not perm it of 
two-way communication, but it has 
been helpful in directing lost per­ 
sons and searching crews, in guid­ 
ing fire crews to spot fires back of 
the line which can be seen from the 
air only, and in giving other em er­ 
gency messages.

Brick, concrete and ateel have 
largely displaced trees in New York. 
The last tree vanished from Times 
square years ago when the P ara­ 
mount building was erected. 
Fifth 
avenue didn t have any trees until 
elms were planted recently in front 
of Rockefeller Center with other 
trees around the development. Then 
came more elm s in front of St. P at­ 
rick's cathedral and m aples on Fif­ 
tieth street. 
Indications are that 
there will be m any more Fifth ave­ 
nue plantings. Also there is the pos­ 
sibility that Sixth avenue, 
from 
w hich the old elevated has vanished. 
in time will become a tree-bordered 
thoroughfare. 
Down on the lower 
East Side where in the not-so-distant 
past many a youngster never saw 
a tree unless ha was taken or went 
to a park, there are now play­ 
grounds with trees. Trees have also 
made their appearance on other 
atreets that form erly were bare. 
• 
• • 
One Hundred and Sixth street is 
one of the latest thoroughfares to 
get trees. 
When the planting is 
completed, there will be 345 in all 
and they will extend from the H ar­ 
lem to the Hudson river. The trees 
are oriental planes. 
New York’s 
sulphuric acid and aoot-laden at­ 
mosphere isn’t good for trees. In 
fact it is so bad that, as has been 
stated in this space previously, a 
few years ago there was fear that 
Central park was about to become 
treeless. 
Tree surgery, scientific 
methods and the expenditure of 
considerable money saved most of 
the park’s trees. 
The plane tree 
has been found to stand city hard­ 
ships very well, in fact much bet­ 
ter than most other varieties. For 
that reason m any have been planted 
and many m ore will be. 
That’s a 
safe assertion because within tha 
last few years New York has be­ 
come tree conscious. 


For such property owners as de­ 
airs trees, the city will supply them 
and see that they are planted cor­ 
rectly for $50 each. During the first 
year, the owner m ust look after his 
own trees. After that, the city takes 
them over, if they are in good con­ 
dition, and thus he is relieved of 
responsibility and expense. 
With 
city-planted trees, the loss has been 
extremely sm all, only two out of 
every hundred having failed to sur­ 
vive. The usual cause of death hat 
been failure on the part of the prop­ 
erty owner to supply enough water. 
• • • 
Thanksgiving day—both of them— 
this year belongs to the past but 
comes to mind a story told during 
his recent visit to New York by 
Albert A. McVittie, chain restaurant 
owner of Denver and newly elect­ 
ed president of the National Restau­ 
rant association.

Just about the time Grand Island 
families were sitting down to turkey, 
mince pie and all that goes with a 
Thanksgiving feast, Mr. McVittie 
encountered an acquaintance and 
succeeded in negotiating a loan of 
1ft cents. 
The borrowed money 
went into a Thanksgiving dinner— 
doughnuts and coffee. 
As he laid 
his dime on the counter, he vowed, 
"As long as I live, to rem em ber 
the mess I'm now in. I will eat a 
doughnut a day.” 
He's kept that 
vow for 32 years, which means 
about 11,680 doughnuts. 
Also that 
Thanksgiving day back in 1907 has 
also meant som e of the greatest 
feasts ever known by Denver’s poor. 
And Mr. McVittie still likes dough­ 
nuts.

WASHINGTON. — America has 
moved swiftly against foreign sabo­ 
teurs operating in the wake of the 
arm s embargo repeal. 
Sinking at Staten Island. N. Y.. 
of a barge carrying two Lockheed 
bombers consigned to G reat Brit­ 
ain, increased official tension and 
served to highlight new dangers. 
The planes, covered with water­ 
proof casings, were recovered al­ 
most undamaged. 
Authorities 
at 
first declared the sinking was acci­ 
dental. but New York'* special anti­ 
sabotage police squad, supplement­ 
ed by G men, took over the inves­ 
tigation. 


Protect Key Points. 
The special squad, made up of 50 
selected officers and headed by 
Capt. George P. Mitchell, has been 
organized to protect key points in 
the highly industrialized area. 
Predicting “considerable more” 
sabotage as the result of lilting of 
the arm s embargo. Attorney Gen­ 
eral Murphy declared the depart­ 
ment of justice and other agencies 
in the battle against destructionists 
were prepared to accept the chal­ 
lenge. 
Sabotage was discovered at the 
Newport torpedo station, one of the 
largest in the world, situated on an 
island in N arragansett bay. 
Throughout 
the 
nation, 
extra 
guards ware being thrown about 
piers, bridges, communications cen­ 
ters, airplane factories and military 
bases. 
Preventive Measures. 
Factories 
manufacturing 
war­ 
planes and engines have taken pre­ 
ventive measures, subjecting em ­ 
ployees to rigid requirem ents on per­ 
sonal past history, some refusing to 
hire any except American citizens, 
and tightening rules generally to 
prevent saboteurs from gaining ad­ 
mittance. 
Iii New York, an anti-sabotage or­ 
ganization has been formed by po­ 
lice, the FBI, naval intelligence, 
customs, postoffice, coast guard and 
treasury departm ent agents. 
The 
city’s 80 piers are covered 24 hours 
a day by the police department to 
prevent sabotage. 
A letter to a shipping line official 
threatening to blow up with TNT 
the Queen Mary and Normandie, 
lying in adjacent North river berths, 
brought immediate action. 
Police 
guards were doubled and Mayor La- 
Guardia visited the pi-rs to insure 
special 
protective 
orders 
were 
obeyed. 


PARIS —Archduke Otto of Haps 
burg, who hopes to ascend a re 
stored Austrian-Hungarian 
when the w ar ends, said that Cen­ 
tral Europe “m ust be rebuilt on the 
ashes of what is left from the World 
w ar.” 
The 27-year-old archduke, trained 
for kingship by his mother, the for­ 
m er Em press Zita, in an exclusive 
interview with the United Press de­ 
fined for the first time his hope for 
post-war creation of a federation of 
Danubian states. 
In a simple bedroom in a modest 
Paris hotel, which Otto has selected 
for his w artim e "court in exile.” he 
said that Russia and Germany con­ 
stitute equally great dangers to civ­ 
ilization and that after conquering 
Germany it m ay be necessary for 
the Allies to push Russian influ­ 
ence out of Europe. 


G erm any Stripping Austria. 
"It is certain that Austria will be 
ruined when G erm any leaves." Otto 
said. "Even now Germany is strip­ 
ping Austria of its forests. 
” 1 see grave danger in repeating 
the errors of the Versailles and St. 
Germain peace m akers and In try ­ 
ing to revive, independently of each 
other, many of the small states that 
have succumbed during the last 20 
years. 
The failure of Poland, one 
of the most powerful of all the states 
created by the peacem akers to sur- j 
vive, and of Czechoslovak a to sur- ! 
vive even 20 years proves the folly 
of a system of setting up sm all un­ 
protected states alongside powerful 
neighbors. 
"The tendency is and should be to­ 
ward a federation of states grouped 
for mutual m ilitary, political, eco­ 
nomic and social betterm ent. 
We 
have before our eyes the splendid 
exam ple of the United States of 
America as proof that tile theory can 
be applied practically. But before 
we reach the union of all Europe 
we must start with a federation of 
Central Europe. 
"I have a firm belief in the res­ 
toration of the monarchy in Austria- 
Hungary at the end of this w ar. 
With that restoration there could 
be a federation of Central European 
states and each could guarantee its 
aid to protect the integrity of the 
others. 
"There will be no peace in E u­ 
rope and no hope for disarm am ent 
so long as Russia is armed. A Cen­ 
tral European federation m ust be 
powerful because we have had am ­ 
ple proof that a desire for peace is 
not sufficient. 
Russia's Waiting Game. 
"By our geographical location we 
must be the barrier to two modern, 
aggressive im perialism s — Russian 
and German. It is our duty to halt 
them on two sides. 
Russia will 
probably try to rem ain neutral to 
the end of this war. Then, when all 
other nations are tired out by long 
conflict, Russia will be fresh and 
ardently disposed to extend Bolshe­ 
vik Imperialism. 
"Economically, a Central Euro­ 
pean federation, even though pre­ 
dominantly agricultural, could sur­ 
vive. It would be a ’trust’ of farm 
states. Im agine the power of a fed­ 
eration that has control of half the 
wheat production of Europe. 
We 
could raise far m ort food than we 
require, but with surplus food you 
can obtain anything you want in the 
Industrial m arkets. 
"I see a group of three state**— 
Aurtria, Hungary and Czechoslo­ 
vakia—to which I hope Poland. Ru­ 
mania and Yugoslavia will have 
some form of alliance. 
Thus, tile 
federated states, by eliminating eco­ 
nomic barriers, will reinforce each 
other without sacrificing any of their 
national integrity or independence.”

Troubled by Insomnia? 
Maybe It’s Just an Idea 
ROCHESTER, N. Y. — If insomnia 
troubles you, it m ay be an impris­ 
oned idea trying to break through 
the dark folds and crevices of your 
bruin, according to Dr. Eliot D. 
Hutchinson, assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of 
Rochester. 
Hutchinson states that more than 
80 per cent of artist::, writers, musi­ 
cians, scientists, and other creative 
persons he has interviewed have 
moments of “insight” when trouble­ 
some problems suddenly clear up. 
Such creative insight, he believes, 
is the result of hard thinking, long 
effort without apparent results, a 
period of emotional irritability and 
high tension, followed by a period 
when you may forget the problem 
entirely.
